Ruddy said that he and other volunteer museum staff 
members are pretty sure the theft of two World War I 
- Polar Bear insignia patches (likeness shown above) 
occurred during visiting hours over Labor Day week- 
end. They are worth about $160 each. They are rare

Howard D. (Whitey) Madsen has 
decided to retire for good from his 
tong association with The Crawford 
County Avalanche, which began 
almost 53 years ago. 

Specifically, he has resigned as 
Associate Publisher of The 
Avalanche, a title he's held since 
1993. 

From a personal standpoint, i'm 
sorry Whitey has reached this deci- 
sion, but I think L understand his rea- 
sons and I respect his judgement. 

We have been associated together 
at The Avalanche since 1967, when | 


invited Whitey and his brother-in- 
law, Leroy Papendick - both of 
whom then worked at The 
Avalanche — to join me and a couple 
other friendly investors to pool 
some resources to buy the newspa- 
per from Bob and Eva Strong. 

You fearn a lot of respect for a guy 
like Whitey Madsen over the course 
of 30-plus years. 

Whitey became Editor and 
Publisher as well as part-owner al 
that time and ran the show at The 
Avalanche for the next 20 years, 
until he and our other partners 
decided it was time to sell their 
shares, and I was able to acquire full 
ownership for my family. 

This is really the second time 
Whitey has retired from The

Newspapermen like Whitey Madsen are rare 


Avalanche. The first time was when 
he stepped out as owner and retired 
as Editor, to smell those proverbial 
roses, 

He stuck around as Publisher and 
overall advisor for a short while. as 
one of his proteges. Jon Thompson, 
took over as General Manager of the 
company. Jon did a fine job until he 
decided to try teaching at Kirtland 
Community College in 1993. 


While we sorted out the manage- 
ment pieces. [ then talked Whitey 
into un-retiring and taking on the 
role as Associate Publisher. The 
duties were not onerous - sort of 
keep an eye on things and help out 
the staff by answering questions, 
offering suggestions, and being a 
resource person on Grayling history, 
newspapering, and life in general, 
and writing his popular column, 
“From Our Comer.” every once ina 
while, whenever the muse. struck 
him. 


He came into the office most days 
for an hour or so and was available 
as a genuine consultant and advisor 
when staff members had any ques- 
tions, 

Linda Golnick, our General 
Manager since 1994, and other staff 
members have found Whitey's 
experience and perspective both 
valuable and significant as they 
wrestle with the day-to-day chal- 
lenges of putting out The Avalanche 
each week. 

Now Whitey wants to shed that 
responsibility, too, and nobody -

because the insignia belonged to members who 
served in the North Russia Expeditionary Force. 

The uniforms were on display. one behind glass in 
a Cabinet mounted on the wall. Because the building 
that houses military history and memorabilia from 
Crawford County citizens. also known as the white 
building, did not have an attendant on duty at all 
times, the thief went unnoticed. 
We have an aging staff of dedicated 
volunteers and somedays there are just not enough of 
us to be everywhere. aj} the time.” said Ruddy.

Whitey has always had the good 
of The Avalanche, Grayling and 
Crawford County at the heart of any 
of his decisions and actions. 

Whitey started in newspapers 
learning on the job as a kid printer's 
devil at the Otsego Herald Times in 
1938. in his hometown of Gaylord, 
way back before World War IL. 


After Army service overseas in 
the Big War, Whitey found his way 
to The Avalanche in 1946 as a print- 
er. He melted hot lead. ran job 
presses, set type by hand, ran a fino- 
type and operated the big old sheet

Park Commission and Crawford 
County Board Commissioner Bob 
Smock was in attendance for pas- 
sage of the resolution. 

“On behalf of the Crawford 
County Park Commission. I would 
like to express our appreciation to 
the Board in passing this resolu- 
tion.” said Smock. 

Just before the designatory resolu- 
tion was passed. the Board agreed to 
give $3,000 to the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery restoration project through 
the AuSable Manistee Conservancy.

The park commission had requested 
$5.000 from the township at a previ- 
ous meeting. 

The George Mason Chapter of 
Trout Unlimited has pledged $1000 
to the project and start-up funds to 
help pay Earth Tech for their design 
services have slowly trickled in 
from private citizens and other 
sources. 

Smock told the Board that large 
grants for the project are expected 
from the United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA). the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) Recreation Fund and the 
DNR Trust Fund. 

Grayling Township’s gift will be 
taken out of the road fund orginally 
established for the North Down 
River Road repaving project. 

Funding for that project will be 
provided by the state and will be part 
of 2 bigger project to create a clover- 
leaf interchange at I-75.

He handled esenthing 
but the books: Whites wanted noth- 
ing to do with the bookkeeping side 
of the business. 

Thousands of Avafartche readers 
got to know Whitey and Thelma’, 
family -~ especially the grandkids, 
TS. Stef and Amber — through his 
columns. 


Whites has been devoted to Tre 
Avalanche. He's had to work 
through the night, sometimes tor 
several nights ina row, printing bal- 
lots. He has had to get up in the 
middle of the night to drive the 
pages to Mt, Pleasant to the printer, 
so the paper could get to its readers 
in timely fashion. He has done any - 
thing and everything that had to be 
done to get the paper out. 

Whitey Madsen has been truly an 
all around newspaper man — one of 
the last of a disappearing breed. 

And he excelled at it all. 


Whitey never forgot the reader, 
who is the most important part of

FOOT ULCERS 


Ulcers on the bottom of the foot are 
frequently caused by vascular insuffi- 
ciency secondary to diabetes. This is not 
a problem that yields to home remedy. If 
you have a plantar ulcer, you should see 
your podiatrist. He or she will want to 
ascertain whether or not diabetes is 
involved, and may order x-rays to see if 
the bone is also compromised. Your 
podiatrist will check the pulse in both 
legs, and if the pulse is diminished, may 
order a Doppler test to determine if the 
circulation is inadequate. If there is an 
underlying circulatory problem, you 
may be referred to a vascular surgeon. 
Your podiatrist can treat the ulcer and 
pethaps suggest ways to prevent recur- 
rences. 

Listen to your feet. They often have 


lots of things to tell you, such as giving 
you clues about the rest of your body’s 
well-being. When your feet tell you 
there’s trouble, as your podiatrist, we'll 
work as a team with you, and other 
health care providers if appropriate, to 
keep you and your feet healthy and 
pain-free.

PRESIDENT CLINTON is a man of many 
passions. 

Some of these passions may be so strong with- 
in him they could be classified as addictions, in 
the sense that he just can’t help himself. 

Mr. Clinton is addicted to politics. He set his 
sights on political leadership early in life and has 
single-mindedly chased that goal. 

There’s growing evidence that he may be 
addicted to sex. 

Facile use of language seems to be an addic- 
tion. Some critics may call it lying, others ver- 
bal misdirection, others imaginative use of 
“legally correct” phraseology -- but it seems to 
be almost a Clinton addiction.

THIS NEW PHASE of Mr. Clinton’s charac- 
ter seems to have been sparked in Russia, of all 
places. 

The situation is familiar. For months, he 
denied any hint of a liaison with Monica 
Lewinsky. He gave sworn testimony to a feder- 
al judge, then to a federal grand jury, and finally 
looked the American people in the eye and 
vowed that he had never had a sexual relation- 
ship with “that woman, Miss Lewinsky,” as the 
. President put it. 

But he had. Faced with intolerable pressure 
from many sides, he admitted it to the grand jury 
and in a brief speech to the American public. 

But he was almost defiant, showed little if any 
public contrition or remorse, and did not say he 


was sorry. 

It continued that way, at least in public, for 
several more weeks. 

Then, in early September, he went to Russia 
for long-scheduled talks with President Boris 
Yeltsin, and edged toward public contrition in 
press conference remarks in Moscow. 

According to news reports, Mr. Clinton said he 
thought he clearly had expressed regret and had 
asked forgiveness. He did not cite chapter and 
verse, nor did he say he was sorry, even in 
Russian.

THEN IT WAS on to Ireland for more top- 
level talks. 

It may have been something in the Irish air -- 
or maybe the effect of the Blamey Stone -- but 
finally out came those magic works: “I’m 
sorry.” 

He even said it twice. An impromptu 
exchange with reporters at a photo opportunity 
in Dublin, according to a transcript printed in 
The Detroit Free Press, went like this: 

“... Pve already said that I made a bad mis- 
take, it was indefensible, and I’m sorry about it. 
So T have nothing else to say.....” 

After four more questions and answers, he 
said again: 

“And I’m very sorry about it, but there’s noth- 
ing else I could say.” 

There. As parents frequently ask their chil- 
dren: That wasn’t so difficult, was it?

ONCE HE GOT the hang of this contrition 
idea, Mr. Clinton doesn’t seem to be able to stop 
himself.

A few days ago, he called together House 
Democratic leaders for a private session, and 
some emerged almost in tears over Mr. Clinton’s 
pain and suffering. 

Then he did a repeat performance with Senate 
Democratic leaders. He corralled cabinet mem-

he’s been talking to small groups of backers,

And, as one reporter observed in print about 
the Dublin remarks, “it was not entirely clear 
what he was apologizing for -- the relationship 
with Lewinsky or his admitted lies about it.” -

But it’s a start. Stonewalling and defiance 
obviously weren’t resonating, so public confes- 
sion and contrition might.

But it is now clear that President 
Clinton was wrong to slash person- 
nel at the drug czar’s office by over 
80 percent, cutting its budget from 
$186 million to less than $6 mil- 
lion.

Congress also must fight the 
President’s repeated efforts to 
shorten sentences for crack cocaine 
dealers. And we must improve the 
awful 13 percent “cure” rate for 
drug addicts receiving treatment. 

We can help kids get and stay off 
drugs by catching drug dealers and 
putting them in jail for a long time, 
thereby making drugs more expen- 
sive and harder to find. 

We can help addicts kick their 
habit by allowing nonprofit groups, 
free from federal rules and restric- 
tions, treat more of them. 

We need more groups like Mel 
Trotter Ministries in Grand Rapids, 
which reports a 70 percent long 
term success rate in its faith-based 
rehabilitation programs. It is time 
to let charities like Mel Trotter 
Ministries compete fully anc fairly, 
on the basis of their results and 
without undue restrictions on their 
methods, for government rehabili- 
tation contracts. 

By getting tough with drug deal- 
ers, making drugs more expensive 
and harder to find, and more effec- 
tively treating addicts, Washington 
can send the right message to our 
kids -- that drug use is dangerous 
and unacceptable, and that drug 
dealers are criminai, not cool. 

In this way Washington can help 
parents in their struggle to bring 
drug use, particularly among teens, 
back under control.

A King’s Sex 

King David of Israel during his sex 
sin broke all 10 of God’s command- 
ments. He broke the 4th command- 
ment by not dedicating his time to God. 
He was at home at rest when he should 
have been working on national defense. 
(2 Samuel 11:1). Next, He broke the 
10th commandment, “Thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbor’s...wife...” (2 
Samuel 11:2) “And it came to pass in 
an eveningtide, that David arose from 
off his bed, and walked upon the roof of 
the king’s house: and from the roof he 
saw a woman washing herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look 
upon.” Next, he broke the 8th com- 
mandment by stealing Uriah’s wife. (2 
Samuel 11:3-4a) “And David sent and 
inquired after the woman. And one 
said, Is not this Bathsheba, the daughter 
of Eliam, the wife of Uriah the Hittite? 
{4} And David sent messengers, and 
took her...” Then David broke the 7th 
commandment, “Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.” (2 Samuel 11:4b) “‘...and 
she came in unto him, and he lay with 
her...and she returned unto her house.” 
When Bethsheba sent word that she 
was pregnant, David broke the 9th 
commandment by creating a lie to 
cover his sex sin by calling her husband 
home from the war to sleep with her. (2 
Samuel 11:5-8) But righteous Uriah

Sin 

was so dedicated he refused to sleep 
with his wife. (2 Samuel 11:9-13) So 
David broke the 6th commandment, 
“Thou shalt not kill.” He arranged for 
patriotic Uriah to be killed in battle. (2 
Samuel 11:14-25) David could pub- 
licly appear to be legal and righteous 
later when taking Uriah’s widow to be 
his wife. (2 Samuel 11:26,27). In all 
the above sin, David broke the Sth 
commandment by bringing dishonor 
upon his own parents and family. 


God sent His word through the 
prophet Nathan to David to convict him 
of his sins. Nathan told David the 
account of a rich man who abused his 
power by stealing the only possession a 
poor man had. David was very angry 
and condemned the rich man to death 
for lack of pity. (2 Samuel 12:1-6) 
Nathan then told David, “Thou art the 
man.” While God in mercy did not kill 
David, He told him divine judgment 
would not depart from his house. (2 
Samuel 12:7-12) David admitted his 
sin against God to Nathan. (2 Samuel 
12:8) David’s repentance from his sin 
is recorded. (Psalms 51:1-4) “Have 
mercy upon me, O God, according to 
thy lovingkindness: according unto the 
multitude of thy tender mercies blot out 


oughly from mine iniquity, and cleanse 
me from my sin. {3} For 1 acknow)- 
edge my transgressions: and my sin is 
ever before me. {4} Against thee, thee 
only, have I sinned, and done this evil 
in thy sight...” 

David broke the Ist commandment, 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me.” He allowed sex sin to control him 
and to be the god of his life. David 
broke the 2nd commandment, “Thou 
shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image...” Sex sin had replaced God’s 
image in David’s life. David broke the 
3rd commandment, “Thou shalt not 
take the name of the Lord thy God in 
vain.” David blasphemed the name of 
God by his sex sin. God exposed 
David's secret sex sin before all Israel. 
(2 Samuel 12:12).

voluntary enlistment. Because the 
nation no longer depends upon con- 
scription, the National Guard and 
Reserve Forces have been assigned 
increasingly important roles, as they 
are the primary sources for augmen- 
tation of the active-duty services in 
time of emergency.

Upcoming hunting season could mean power outages 


During this firearm hunting sea- 
son, Consumers Energy would like 
to alert residents to the potential 
damage and inconvenience gunshot 
damage and vandalism can cause. 
In the past, these types of incidents 
have resulted in the loss of electric 
service to thousands of residents. 


To date in 1998, vandalism to the 
utility’s electric transmission and 
distributing system has resulted in 
the loss of service to 77,000 homes 
and businesses for more than 4.5 
million customer outage minutes. 
In 1997, over 24,000 customers 
were affected by vandalism-related 
outages for more than 2.5 million 


customer outage minutes. 

“In some instances, customers on 
electric life-support systems can be 
endangered by outages caused by 
gunshot and vandalism damage,” 
said Carl L. English, vice president 
of electric transmission and distrib- 
ution for the utility.
